TH new?s are come that the king of Hungaric max 

keth agreat Irmp, which lball yauc foz his ayde 
the gailies of Bud., andof many other Pzwaces of 
Lhziſtenoom?. And they ſay mozeouer, that theKin 
of Bohcinia will heipe therein, aud that the molt part 
Lhziſtian Pzinces will come and ayde-him in this en- 
terp2ize againſt the Tucke, except the Signozie of 
Veuc,, which m:Dddleth nothing at all im it. Theſere- 
pozters of newes affir;2e, that rhere (ball come aboue a 
hundzed gallies, beſides other Barks, ſþips, # Yulkes 
without number, which is occaſion that they haſten 
the Warrethe moze, Notwithſtanding, men eſteeme 
not{ſo much hereof, as of the war that is nrade beyond 
the MWountatnes.as youſball vnderftand not without 
wonderingat it . The Tacra.smakefriendes vpon the 
greatcr Sea,+haue made a league and friendſbip with 
the great Twke, requiring ayde, foz they are molcfted 
with war by thegrcat Emperoz of Moſconia, & Prince 
of Sago1ic, of Pogorc, of Smeiengic, of Drofily, of Gazam, 
of Virgoloſam, of Tartaric, of Cham, andof diucrs other 
people and regtons lying toward the South: theyſay 
that this Empero2 oz Duke hath two Armies, andig 
called Tohn Dwarillo, a young Man, of the age of rritit. 
peares,noble and valiant, anda Lhziſan, after thein- 
ſitution of the Greekes, and pzeſumeth that by reaſon 
of his bloud, the Emptre of Conftanunopl: doth belong 
to him. And theſe two Armies are about a two Hunde- 


red thouſand hozſe, 807522; 
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- They were not wont in times paſt to be ſo ſtrong,noz 
fo feared of the Turkes, fox they had not the vſe of ar- 
tillary in the warre: but nowe they haue maruatloug 
great pzeparation in theyz warre . Hee hath in wages 
certaine Dutch Laptainks, and about tenne thouſand 
Maiſter gunners, and is nraruatlous well furniſhed 
with harquebuſhes andartiilery, and becauſe men vn- 
derſtand thathee hath ſo vanquifſht the Tartarians, 
and b2ought the to ſuch a fate, that they cannofmuch 
moe reſift him and that if theſaide Puſcoutte ſhould 
bemaiſtcrs ouer the Tartars, theyſhouldconſequent- 
ly beRulcrs of the great ſea, # the way ſhould be open 
anb caſte foz them to come, not onely toLonſtantino= 
ble, but alſoto d2iue the Turke ont of Europe 2: Ind 
becauſe that the ſaide great Turke ts aſſured of this 
enterpuize and commotion of the Greekes: he hath c6- 
cluded aud determined, to ſend to the ſayde /Tartars a 
good aſſyſtance of fifteene thouſand fighting men, and 
alſo foz this purpoſe, he hath ſent to the Sea ten Gal- 
hes topaile them ouer. 

Men make mention and doubt of Mondaccio, which 
is a great Pzince and Ruler, and able to make foures - 
Cco2e, 02 ahundzed thouſand Yozſe: and yet men are 
bncertaine whoſe part he will take, becauſehe is a tri- 
butaryvnto the great Turke, 

There ts newes alſo from Africa, that the King of 
Bugien, theKing Tramecec, the King of Tunis, the Lhil- 
d2en of Scrif; the Lozde of Murocho, and of Gran, with 
the Acabians # other, haue taken tnhand tod2yue and 
expulſe the Turke wholyout of Africa, # to endomage 
him as much astheymay, Men know not yet in what 
place they will war, but we fball know it » The 
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ncÞeg alſo is, that the Sollic (s in Lampe 
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Irmy, and hath the M-desto helpe him, which bozdex 
vppon the Calpian Sca,and of one ſide netghbur to the 
Hircans, called at this day Correxans and Zecarans, with 
whom he hath made a league and peace. There are on 
his fide alſo the lbeaovs and Albians, and alſo thepeople 
of Mclioar, which harboz vpon the Jndians, x likewiſe 
with the King *f Boſphorus, all beerng people maruaj 
tous ſwift and nimble, Ji this ſo mnighty anhoſt and 
armie, ts aifo Baſccr the Donne of the great Turke,bp 
meanes whereof all in thoſe partes 1s im greattrouble, 
as well as heerz . Jt ſeemeth that the Taniſfaries bzing 
him the lot of Turkic, ag Baduger, Zecmonia, Alepo, and 
ail the R:gions lying necre to the Sofh is renslted, all 
= which particularities ſball be vnderſtood moze at 

rage, 
his newes is great, * hath made the great Turk 
to muſe enough vpon it, but avone all theſe marueloug 
and dzcadfull newrs which are hapned, there is yet 
chanced another, which hath greatly feared and aba- 
{bed allmen, which although it ſeemeth to bee incredi- 
ble, yet upon mp credit it is mol true, and that is, that 
a people heretofoze vnknawne,mighty.ſwifr,+maruei- 
lous nimble, hath taken weapon tn hand, to the diſad= 
uantage and lofſe ofthe houſe of Orroman. They ſaye 
that Alexander the great did in times pait dziue beyond 
the mountaine Ca/yc nine tribes anda halfe ofthe Hz- 
brewes which worſhipped the Calfe + Serpent of Gold 
and dzaue them away, that neuer fince there wag no 
newes of them, neither knew anyman if they were it 
the 1021de 02not : becauſe the Sea of ſande, oz the 
ſarſdy S:a,bya certaineinconuenienceof ſand Granel 
82 Beche, ſwelled and roſe ſ9high, that it vtterly took 
from them the way into this ourRegion, But now " 
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the meane of the new Nautgation that the Pollanderg 
haue made, they are arriued myo ad. and haue 
eſpied out all their dooitgs: andafter Þ the ſaydHol- 
landers had initructed and taught them tn the ſcience 
aud knowledge to artillery, and gun-powder foz Har-= 
quebulbes # dags, whereunto they are marueloug apt 
aiidready, they are become in all thinges very perfit, 
Ifter this they egged them fozward, to take weapon 
in hand, and paſſe the ſayd Mountatne by Land, Ind 
becauſe the ſandy Dea did hinder their paſſage, it ap- 
pearethy ſomeDutchman oz Jtalian, which yet men 
knewenot, but notwithſtanding ſome great Altrolo= 
gian oz Loſmographer taught them the way, makiug 
ſome hillplainc with fire, whereby they might eaſilye 
palle, whichts a thing of great wonder. 
 Thefe people haue two mighty great armies, and 
infinite ſtoze of victualles, by reaſon of the fruitfulncſle 
of their Lountry, they are alſo well pzouided of all mas 
ner of pzeparation foz war, and cunning tn the pzactiſe 
of their weapons. They ſay they will come #recouer 
the land of P2zomiſe, towards the which the firſt army 
ts already very neere, to the great terro2 and dzead of 
euerypman which hath either ſeene 02 Hcarde ofthem, 
The fpyes which haue beene ſent out by the great 
'TurketoDdeſcrythem, do affirme,that beſide a hundzed 
andtvo Armies, there followe an infinite number of 
people, as well foot-men as hozſe-men, and they? firlt 
armyts already arriued vppon the limmits of Turky, 
putting all to fir? and\wozd. They: language is ba=

hozſe, and twenty thouſandfootmen. The hozſe-men 
are armed after alight ſo2t, but very good Yarnes, al- 
moſt aftet our faſbiou :; they carrieLaunces of longe 
rhey pale cozowe 6 thing wich neredibletightnelte 
e (y3020We A LYIng wy. mcreotvie UIYEnene © 
they carry alſo ſhields oz targets of bone, andinſteede 
of ſ[wozds; they vſe certaine Lourtilaxes, 

They are apparrclled with the colour of their En- 
ogr,anl all clothed with ilke : the foote-men carrie 
Pives of the famieſozt, with Helmet and Habergin ; 
their Enſigne is of blacke ſilke and blewe, with a Dog 
followtug aYart, o2 Bucke, and a ſaying waitten tn 
tt, which ts in our language thug: Eiher quick or dead.
